FRENCH COMMENT ON ANGLO-GERMAN 
RIVALRY. 

Tho Paris correspondent of the London 
dorning Post wrote :— .. : : 

Anglo-Gorman naval rivalry is being watched 
with the closest interest in this country, and 
Mr, Asquith’s speech has been ‘the object of 
gereral comment. 

The. Tempe to-vight remarks on the enriona 
foots that a speech which oxplained the accelera- 
tion’ of English onvg) constraction has been 
well received in Germany. “hia is,” it says, 
“no donbt due to the franknoss of the ‘explana. 
tions furnished by the English Premier, Tho 
situation is one which, in its present form, is be- 
yond the reach of human will, '-Tho two Powers, 
Germany. und England, are obeying a higher 
law, and consequently their apparent rivalry is 
not a matter for mutual resentment.” 

After a summary of tho history of the British 
and. German Naviw during the past five years, 
the Zemps remarks that the time has come when 
the possibility of n combination of two Fijeets 
boing superior to the forees of the British Navy 
must be facod, and that in consequence the.ne- 
eossity of a fresh effort is foresd upon England. 
“The Enclish Prémier declared in the plainest 
terms that this necessity implied no tension in 
Axglo-German -rélations. : But national 
dofence imposes cuties that must: bo’ fulfilled, 
It is satisfactory to" observe that everyone in 
Europe agrees in admitting this fact.

.. “BOCIEEY FOR CHINA, 


SPEECH BY MR PAUL KING, 

In the annual port of the abors Bocioty, 
which .has just‘ teen issued for general oircula- 
tion, is printed tho following speech mado at 
the snnual mecting by Mr. Paul King, Com- 
missioner of the Chinese Imperial Maritime 
Customs, Canton :— : 
- Ho had heen seked, he said, to giva some 
" momories" of the Foundor and first Secretary 
of the Socisty, Alexander Williamson, who was 
his fathor-in-law, und with whom, twenty to 
thirty years ago, he had many. talks on tho’ 

nesrest hia heart, namely, the 
Christianizing of the Chinesa Fmpire. He nsed 
the word “.Christining,” ax his fothor-in-law 
used it, in its broadost sense, unlimited by any 
soctaxinnism ; that was to fay, to leaven the masa. 
ir of Christian ideals, 
and the two .great Commandments which 
suporsede all-others, first, “Thou shalt lovo tho 
Lord thy God with all thy heart,” and second, 
“Thou shalt Joye -thy neighbour as thyself." 
That was his view, and perhaps it might bo 
interesting to trace the connection in his mind 
betweon these all-comprebending principles for 
guiding human activities and the establishment 
of that Socioty.”. , . 

To ilustrate that he must take them back 
farther thon hisown personal memory extended, 
‘though the Intter conld claim a vista of nearor 
forty than. thirty yoors, Ho asked them. to 
imagine the venerable figure of Dr, Williamson, 
asan ardont young Scotchman, 6 feet 5 inches 
tall, with jot black hair, landing in Shanghai 
in September, 1855, aud coming under the 
influence of Dr, Medhburst, then: nearing the 
ead of his most hongarable course.” He received 
the foun enthusiast in o istheriy "way, and 
Dr. Willinmson in after years was alwaya ready 
to admit tho soundness of Dr, Medburst's 
theories, Ono anecdote he used to tell which 
lado bearing on their present snbjoot, to the’ 
effect thet he went in one day and’ found Dr 
Medhurst “ tut-tutting ” overs tract which had 
been cont to him. It was washy and silly and 

aite unsuited to the needs of the Chinese, but 
Mrs. Medhurst, who was a kiud-hearted lady, 
suggested that the writer was a very Godly man, 
and might ba excnsed on the ground of good in- 
tentions. “He may be avery Godly man,” said 


| Dr, -Medhborst. drily, “bat I om afraid the 


Chinese will find ont that ho is a fool,” - 
That -idea sank inte Dr. Williamson's por- 


fervid young mind, and bore fruit afterwards, 


especially when he. became Agent for the 
National. Bible Society of Scotland, distributing 
he Scriptures in-Northorn China in'the ‘sixties 
—often at grent personal risk. © He-always had 
an open mind, unlike soma of his colleaynes, 
worthy men who were cithor -heartbroken or 
furious, according to their natural temperament, 
when they discovered that the Chinese did not 
invariably look at (hings-from o Western 
point of view. ‘i 
. He realised that the Chinese wore not to be 
reached by methods which succesded with 
greatly inferior races. A South Sea Islandor 
or a negro.might bo “gathered in” by 
being -taugh at bymn, ond then given a pink 
shirt to sing it in, but the Chinaman 
was practically on their own intellectual eyo}, 
ind must be met in a different way. In faot, as 
Dr. Williamsen used to remark, the missionaries 
who landed in Britain ‘to convert their ancestora 
had far lower material to deal with thon the 
missionarics who landed in China. , 

As he tls stndiad the subject he. foresaw 
the danger that the Chinese might roject 
Christisnity whilst sasimilating Western knuw- 
lege, ond ho.considored that. in such: an erent 
the last state of China would be worse than the 
Gret, that they might lose their owa religion and 
idpals, or exchange them. for materialism and 
atheism. Therefore he considered that Western | 
knowledge and science shonld-most—certainly be 
presented .to China's reading millions by 
Christian books and teachers, otherwise it 
would be a cise of “to the rapids.” He wns 
happily not alone in that. idea, which was 
shared -especially by Dr. Young Allen, a lifo- 
long friend, and together in the ‘seventi s they 
began to “ Hold the Fort" as it were, and to 
prepare books to achieve their ends. Dr. 
Williamson soon found that the movement. had 
life in. it, and -then determined to gather 
together in a Society all who were willing to 
help, and he was anxious to secure the support of 
laymen, whogo place in the:Churcl seemed. to 
him. of great importance. Sir Thomas Hanbury 
was one of the first to he sppealed-to, and 
responded with his well-known munificence. 
Sir Robert’ Hart also contributed “gencrously 
and wrote besides in o strain which greatly 
cheered tho workers. : 

.Then -the Society was started, bot very 
shortly afterwards its Fonndor had to lay down 
his life’s task. In spite of his venerable, even 
aged arpect, he never reached old age, and was 
only sixty when he left us. In this life he was 
not spared to see the immense strides which his 
beloved China had made in the last dozen years or 
so, but he foresaw thom all,and was often ridiculed 
for the firm faith he had in China’s future. 
_There was a touch of the dreamer about him, 
might he say touch of the prophot, and the dwinid- 
ing number of those who remembered him per- 
sonally would recall that he had o wider view 
than is given tomany mea. There wasa rugged 
greatness in his conceptioris to which he did not* 
always do justice eithor in his words or in his 
actions. But he thought that Dr. Williamson 
built on-a anre foundation. He: knew that-he 
worked with all his heart and soul, not only for 
time,. bit for oternity. Eyer present in’ his 
mind wore the 400 millions of Chins, the “big 
battalions,” a5 he was fond of calling them, of 
-patient, hardworking, waiting people, 

It. was the glory of the Society that it had 
dragged a wide and ever widening net. That 
its works appealed to high-and low alike in 
Chins, to the “Kuan,” as well as to

He at once wrote back 
and said “Certainly it is.” It had been his. 
pleasnre to spend a great many years in China, 
and had-dipped a good deal into Chinese litera- 
ture, and, speaking from the standpoint of 
English literature, it appeared to him to be like 


travolling through an arid sandy dosort wher ® 
ther was very little. austenanos and very little 
of usa" for prnctioal evory day life. Now, 
the efforts of that Scciety wore to raiso the 
mental and- moral standpoints of the Chinese 
prorle, and in that way much a was 
ing done, Ho himself as a mi lonry was 
especially glad that thoy laid stress’ upon 
the wo: t “Christian,” in regard to the litera- 
ture which they prepared—using tho word 
Christian” in a vory wide and fiberal sonKe, 
They all know how the ‘best English ‘literature. 
Was tinged or permeated through and.through 
with Christian thought and eentimenit; and 
what a great gap would-be loft in English 
literature if everything about Christianit wore 
eliminated from it, Thoy wanted £88

therefore he hoped that all of thom would give 
thoir-hoarty-sup xttothe-work the Sosioty was 
doing, snd do they could in their own sphere.

—__—THE-ANGLO-JAPANESE 
EXHIBITION. 


STRONG JAPANESE CRITICIAM: 


A member’ of the Tokyo Munivipal Council 
who has int retumed from England has 
expressed his views on the Anglo-Fapanosa’ 
Exhibition to the following offect :— 

“ There are somo people in Japan-who oonsid- 
er the Anglo-Japanesa Exhibition aa a joint 
undertaking of Great Britain aid Japan, | ‘The 
Japanceo Government, indeed, can bo blamed 
forattempting to lead the people to believe this. 
To give an inetance; whenia certain: textile 
fabric guild refused to exhibit its. products at 
the Exhibition the authorities porsuaded them to 
alter thoir decision by declaring that if the 
guild xefrained from exhibiting it « would 
damage'the diplomatic relations botweon the 
countries !. At any rate, the Government volun- 
teered to take upthe enterprise, handing it ovor to 
the Department of Agriculture and Commoreo, 
snd sppointing high grade offloads as officials of 
the Exhibition. Asa matter of fact, howover, 
the British Government had nothing to do with 
the ovtorprixe whatever ;:indecd it is a mere 
speculator, Mr, Kiralfy, who is solely concerned . 
in the onterprise. I loarn that Mr. Kiralfy 

rojected the Exhibition im the ordinary way of 

itainess in order ta make money out of it, and 

consulted priva'ely with Cout Komura, then 

Japaneso Ambussador at Loudon, who. endorsed - 
the sckome, resulting in. the Governmont’s- 
taking up the mattor seriously. In short, it 

may bo said that the Japancso Governmont 

acquired a more portion of the Exhibition by 

poying Mr. Kiralfy ro.t-amountiog to Yon 
-80',008. From. my own observation there can 

hardly be seen any exhibit in the Exhibition 

which is worthy of the British Government, 

As uv wholo the enterprise ia utterly lifeless, aud 

is scarcely worth seuing. 

“Mr. Kirulfy ix not a man of any influence 
amongst - Englishmen, and accordingly. little 
interest is shown by the people in the Exhibi 
tion. As ho enjoys controllins rights as lend. 
iug promoter of the undertaking, the Japanese 
officinls ore overshadowed by his influenco, and 
have no authority whatever. Evon sucha trifl- 
ing matter as fixing on electticlamp or driving 
a nail in tho wall of the Japanose quarter cannot 
be executed without his consent. Indeed, the 
Japaness i i low_povition, 

“From an ontsider's view the erbibits from 
this country may sppene to reprosont the pro- 
ducts of Japan and their characteristics, “but the 
display. is far from satisfactory. The Japanese . 
Sprcaitiral village is a mere skatch of the lifo 
of the lowest class of peasants in the 
North-East of Japon, and is ‘a. sight 
which must fill a Japanese gentleman with 
nothing but ispleasurg- and shame, Tho 
Japanese artisans who have. been hired by Mr. 
Kiralfy are suffering from restriction of their 
‘personsl liberty between 11 a.m. and 10 p.m. © 
every day. Further, these artisans areof eo lowa 
class that they ‘reely and shamelessly beg for 
money from the visitors, holding. both palms _ 
placed oneover'the other, juat like beggars in 
Japan, when soliciting monoy from passers-by 
in the street. I was utterly disgusted at seolng 
this disgraceful behaviony, Moreover, the ox- . 
hibtion of Ainu, Formosan natives, eto. to. the 
public gaze may also be rogarded os raising the 
question of personal rights, 

“Tho real object of ‘Mr. Kiralfy in- rd. 
gard to tho Exhibition is uttorly alien’ to 
that of the Japanese. officials actually con. 
cerned in the entorprisa, not to apesk of the 
lending nuthorities in Japan, ‘ho latter wero. 
greatly startled, on arriving in London, at tho 
discovery of the real situation of Japan in tho 
undertaking. Bitter complainta wero also 
directed by some exhibitors aguinst the anth- 
orities when the matter became known to them. 
Tt is ‘a fact that deep dissatisfaction provails 
amon get the exhibitors, which. bas caved much 
trouble to the authorities, 

“That the Anglo-Jnpaneso Exhibition is a 
great blunder on the part of the Japanese Gov- 
ernment. is the public opinion amongst tho Ja- 
paneso in England, and it is not imporsible that 
in the coming session of the Diet tho Govern- 
ment will be impeached for its reaponsibility in 
connection with this fiasco. '—Japan Chronicle.
